Trades School
Hiearing Friday

Bridgeport Is to have the support of
all the big towns and citles in the State
in its fight to have a trades school lo-
cated in this city by the State Board
of Education. When the State Board
of Education comes to the Stratfield
next Friday afternoon to hold a hear-
ing and learn the sentiment of the citl-
zens of thils city relative to a trades
school it will find that the Park Clty
4ms the support of Danbury, Norwallk,
South Norwalk, and Stamford, and
other places within & radius of 20
miles, representing a population of
325,000 people where the majority of the
workersa are engaged in industrial pur-
suits, and where a trades school would
do much to improve the minds of the
rising generation.

President Fred Enos of the Board of
Trade announced last night at a meet-
ing- of the Trades School committee,
that the Mayors of Danbury, Stamford,
Norwalk and South Norwalk will help
Bridgeport. The Board of Trade has
been busy for some time getting the
reast of the county awakened to the
fact that a trades school at the county
seal means education for boys of the
entire county.

The Trades School committes is com-
posed of fifteen citizens, five from the
Y. M. Q. A, five from the Manufac-
turers’ Assoclation, and flve from the
Board of Trade.

The sub-committee elected to appear
before the Board of Education in fa-
vor of the new school is made up as
followa: Frank J. Maulcahy, president
of the Crane Valve Co.; W, H. Web-
ster, of the Bridgeport Brass Co.; A.

The Shah
knows that ae is regarded as a polit-
ical prisoner and he has appealed for
assurances from the Rusasian govern-
ment that he will be guarded closely.
The officlals bave thus far made no
refusal of the request.
